A lieutenant-colonel of the Pruesian staff says
that three armlics are in full march on Paris, by
way of the Mosel'e, of the Vosges, and of Bel-
fort. The Gyman strategist Lrings these
armies, badly cut up but still very sirong, Lo
our very walle. They mean to find thelr way in
at all hazarde. But Paris is a vast intrenchyd
camp: it is not an ordinary strong place, it s
defended by halt & million of men and pro-
tected by an enceinte of twenty-elght
kilometres (173 miles) In circamference,
etrepgthened with ninety-three bastions
and fortified thorouehly. These walls are still
further protected by fitieen detached forts pro-
vided with geven great externn! works, whose
fires erose and form o second enciente, whose
guus can crush everything around them. Paris
is farther guarded by the Beine, the Marne, nnd
with an internal eirenlar rallway. 8uch a place

cannot be invested In the regular way: It must |

e asealled at some vulnerable point. Now,
which is the vuloerable point? The eastern
forts, Romainville, Noesy, Rosny, Nogent, Vin-
cénnes, are advantageously on a plateau covered
by the Marne, and they form such a strong line
that our Prussian admiis it would be imprudent
to attack on that side. Then, again, it wouldu't
do to attack by Charenton, forafier enrrying that
lnce they must cross the fires of Vincennes,
ivry, and the ramparts. On the southwest the
attack would be against Charenton, Ivry, and
the Bicetre—decidedly unadvisable. Then the
gouthern forts, Montrouge, Vannes, and [ssy, on
the steep helghts hetween RBoeaux and Ver-
eallles, are very impracticable. Mont Valerien
ia the only work on the west; but then Paris is
behind the Eelne, which makes a donble curve.
The banks here are hilly and ¢overed with wood,
farnishing abundant shelter to the defenders
The bestegers,then,are limited to 8t. Denls. The
Pruseian colonel says:—

“The polnts of attack are nataraliy on the norih and
northeast. They are the woak sides; the ¢ostern
frouts are partly covered by the AMarne; the souath
and west are strong, and their attack mignht compro-
mee the hestegers’ line of retreat.  On the north the
Pars and Strasourg Railway would serve for trans-
port irom the Khine, Admitting that the Prusaian
ATy must be stronger than the French army, and
that the French io the field, belng kept ata alstance,
cannot annoy the besirging force, Bt Deunls should
be the first point of attadk, He might then-advance
on Montmartre without the risk of a Nanking fdre
from the forts, Wa should attack simultaneousiy
the three forts of St. Denis and that of Aubervil-
llers, and then make a feint on the cast, The slege
would resemble that of Sebastopol, St Denls {8 on
the right bank of the Seine, which leaves a tongae of
1and that must be geized by the hesleging force. The
vesiegers will then observe the citadel of Mont Va-
jerten: they will cut rajlways on the left bank of the
Seipe, and throw a bridge across to cowraanicate
with the troops on the right bank.”

To accomplish this the Prussian officer’s ar-
rapgements are to eet 50,000 men aguainst the
three forts of St. Denis and on the¢ tongue
of land between St. Denis and Mont Valerlen,
20,000 on the north of 8t. Denis, 20,000 more in
front of Aubervilliers; and all these, covered by
the forest of Bondy and other yolnts of resist
ance in that direction, eould maintaln thems-
golves ngainst any force sent to dislodge them.

This plan was promulgaled some seven
or eight years ago, Prussia with two other
armies, one of 120,000 (the army of the Upper

A defeat of the heslegers might attaln the most
disastrons proportions, Ir the popualation should

take an active part ta the war, and shouald join the |

garrison in cutlipg off the convoeys of the invading
army."”
How the Allles Went About It In 1514,

Paris wis entered by the allies in April, 1514, On
the 30th of March, when they were at Manux King
Jogeph issued a proclamation to the people of Paris,
in which he said— )

wiitlzena:—* * * Let this vast city become a
camp for some moments, and let the eneny fod
thelr disgrace uuder l1s walls, which they hope to
preak through in trinmpin”

The following day Paris capitulated. and the
two army corps- regular troops —whick it con-
taiued :v_:rew‘! to march ont of it on the same
day, “commending the capital to the generosity
of the allied powers.” ) _

It was only on the evening previons to this
anconditional surrender that the Duke of Trevi-
a0 wrote to Prince Schwarzenberg, ““Under the
walls of Paris.” *‘‘We aredetermined to defend
onrselves Lo the last extremity.”

Portrayal of Human Maffering.

The correspondent of the Louodon Zelograph,
writing from Baverne, August 11, fays:—
